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In former articles feeble ef- 
fort has been made to give 
some history of Coffee County 
Poor Houses. This article will 
deal with the question more in 
the light of present history and 
progress, reviewing some dif- 
ficulties in County manage- 
ment of the “worst”? govern- 
mental agency in our system of 
organized, but inefficient, pro- 
vision for the poor. 

The Present Admisistration 

Prior to January 15, 1923, 
when the present administra- 
tion began the Coffee County 
Poor House and Poor Farm had 
been for years located three 
miles west of Elba on the road 
leading fram Elba to Dannel- 
ley’s Cross Roads. The build- 
consisted of two frame 
structures, the one occupied by 
the inmates of the almshouse 
being a mere ‘barn shack” vad 


being poorly equipped and 
with no accommodations for 


proper care of the inmates of 
the home, and the other being 
occupied by the keeper or man 
ager of the farm and inmates. 
The old building used for the 
inmates had five rooms and 
three fire places. It was locat 
ed between two hills and gave 
a dilapidated appearance to 
the eye. It was a miserable 
make-shift. 

With some small repairs this 
building was continued to be 
used for a little over a year 
when a new home was _ pur- 
chased and the inmates remov- 
ed to the new home on May 7, 
1924. During this time three 
inmates were transferred to 
Tuscaloosa, namely, Agnes 
Stewart, Missouri Ward and 
Bob Fuquay. Agnes Stewart 
was a feeble minded girl of 
thirteen years old, and she was 
placed in the Home for feeble- 
minded children at Tuscaloosa. 

Missouri Ward was insane 
and had been in the Coffee 
County Poor House for fifteen 
years, sitting alone in her room 
where her food was carried to 
her, many times having to be 
fed by the keeper of the house 
She has since died at Bryce 
Hospital. 

Bob Fuquay went to the poor 
house in 1923 and was soon 
transferred to the Bryce In- 
sane Hospital where he has 
since died. During the first 
year of this administration two 
died at the poor house, namely: 
Mr. Warren Nolin and Mr. 
Henry Mallory, and the keeper 
Mr. J. A. Boutwell and his 
wife both died, their son, J. G. 
Boutwell succeeding them for a 
few months. ‘ 

The New Home—“A Mansoion 
For The Poor” 

We usually associate the 
idea of a mansion with the 
home or dwelling of the rich, 
and not with the habitation of 
the poor. A new appellation is 
given to the Coffee County new 
home for the poor, namely: 
“Mansion for the Poor.’ This 
new home was purchased from 
Mrs. I. T. Law on “Law Hei- 
g@hts” a mile from the Court 
House in the edge of the incor- 
poration, high above the damp- 
ness of the little valley where 
in is located the Town of Elba 


and its beautiful Court Square. | 
The ‘Mansion for the Poor’ is} 


thus located one hundred and 
fifty feet above Court Square. 
It econsosts of ten acres 
square, with pasture and truck 
farm. When purchased there 
were: one nine room frame 
dwelling, one large barn, a 
garage a light plant, deep well 
and wind mill, having had in- 
stalled the Delco Lighting sys- 
tem and santary sewerage. To 
this was built during the year 
of 1925 a new six room buila- 
ing for the housing of inmates, 
with porch connections, making 
accommodation for care of the 
inmates and a hospital room 
for the sick. An electric line 
was constructed by the County 
to this home and electric lights 
put in the entire buildng. A

new wind mill was erected, but 
the supply of water from the 
old well, being inadequate, 
connection was made by water 
pipes with the Town reservoir 
and an electric motor installed 
a septic tank placed, and a 
complete sanitary system in- 
stalled with bath tubs” laba- 
tories ete., and now an adequat 
supply of water is had by touch 
ing a button. The home is 
clean and sanitary, convenient 
and comfortable. The inmates 
are well cared for and are hap 
py. 

There were carried from the 
old “Shack Home” to this new 
“Mansion for the Poor’: Miss 
Eva Odom, Mrs. Jane Modlin, 
Miss Martha Mallory, Mrs. 
Mollie Morris, Mrs. Polly Strick 
lin, Mrs. Willie Rabon and lit 
tle son, James Thomas McCoy 
and Mrs. Ella Brundick, a feeb 
le minded person, who was 
later taken to Tuscaloosa and 
entered the Bryce Hospital for 
Insane. She is still there. Un 
cle Bob Floyd, of true and char 
acteristic southern chivalry, 
was the first to be admitted to 
the ‘‘Mansion for the Poor” he 
having desired to go to the 
Soldiers’ Home at Mountain 
Creek until he saw our new

Some Who Have Entered And 
Passed On 

There were entered xt the 
new home Mr. and Mrs. J. Hl. 
Hickman, Mr. Hickman being 
afflicted at the time of their 
entry there and later dying at 
the home. His widow left the 
home to live with her children 
after her husband’s death. This 
was in 1925. 

Mrs. Rosa Lee Dnnis, whose 
husband had deserted her and 
two small children, stayed with 
her children in the Almshouse 
until they could get a home 
elsewhere. 

Mr. William Johnson stayed 
in the home for awhile and left 
to stay with his niece, later dy- 
ing. Myr. William T. Turner, 
demented, was kept in the 
home for a few weeks until he 
could be transferred to the 
3ryce Hospital at Tuscaloosa, 
later dying Dee. 21, 1925. 

Mrs. Lizzie Bullard, an old 
lady 90 years of age, was cared 
for in the home until her death 
in February 1926. Mrs. Sarah 
Jane Timmons was brought to 
the home very ill and died af- 
ter four days there. This was 
the case with Miss Eliza Powell 
who lived two days after being 
brought from Enterprise to the 
home and also Mrs. Sarah Lol- 
ly who was brought to the 
home in precarious condition 
and soon afterwards died; also 
Mr. Gid Jones who lingered for 
six weeks, being given to each 
the best medical attention.

FARMERS BEGIN PLANTING 
VETCH 
a 

Auburn, Ala. Sept. 6 1926. 
—With the first of September 
another vetch seed planting 
season is on. Prof. M. J. Fun- 
ches director of the Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station Auburn, 
says that a good rule is to plant 
vetch seed immediately follow 
ing the first good rain after the 
first of September. This means 
that the planting should not be 
done until, early October if no 
good rain falls until the time. 
However, earlier planting 1s 
better and is urged if seasons 
are right. ‘ 

Another point emphasized 
bv Prof. Funchess this year 1s 
that of deep planting. He rec- 
ommends planting the seed at 
least two inches deep on ordi- 
nary soil and three inches deep 
on sandy soil. This recommen- 
dation for deeper } 
comes from more information 
about vetch, which is as yet a 
new erop in Alabama. 

Inoculation is another im- 
portant factor. It is absolutely 
necessary when planting vetch 
seed on land for the first time. 
Without inoculation vetch will 
not succeed. In the past, most 
failures have been due to a lack 
of inoculation. 

Phosphatie fertilizers are al 

so very beneficial to vetch. Ex- 
periments at Auburn and in co- 
operation with farmers through 
out the State have shown that 
vetch makes a big response to 
phosphatic fertilizers where 
needed. Either acid phosphate 
or basic slag may be used. 
Prof. Funchess says that in all 
the experiments with hairy 
veteh basic slag has been as 
good as acid phosphate, and 
Iwhere difference has been 
jfound if has been in favor of 
|basic slag. 
During the next 
the county agents of Alabama 
{will spare much time advising 
lfarmers about planting vetch 
seed.

‘pers The State exercises super- 
vision over Almshouses along 
with Jails and prisons. Tt feeds 
its prisyners in jails and works 
and supports its conviets in pen 
itentiaries. It takes first place 


‘jin a modern penitentiary at Kil 


by. Surely legislators have been 
sleeping on their job when they 
‘aise no voice in behalf of the 
State’s unfortunate poor, and 
the “poor ye have with you al- 
Ways.” 

What We Need In Alabama 

What we need in Alabama 
is the establishment by law of 
consolidated eleemosynary dis- 
tricts for the care of the poor, 
like unto consolidated school 
districts for the education of 
the children. Inmates of poor 
houses under the county  sys- 
tem of supervision are inade- 
quately supported, besides 
there is extravagant waste, 
The county must own and main 
tain expensive homes for the 
care of a few indigents or pau- 
pers. If we had ten to fifteen 
counties grouped or consolidat- 
ed into districts and homes 
built at the expense of the 
State and maintained by* the 
joint expenses of these coun- 
ties, according to the number 
from each county kept in the 
District Almshouse, under a 
State supervision, the total cost 
would be decreased and thou- 
sands of dollars would be saved 
to tax pavers. Besides, more 
decent and adequate provision 
could be had for these worthy 
unfortunate people-our poor.
